Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 2-5 and 3 1-34 (renumbered 1-8) are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's After-Final response and amendments to the claims filed 3/28/2008, have 
overcome all outstanding rejections. 

As per claim 3 1 , the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, the method steps of performing an unaligned access as set forth in the claim. 

As per claim 34, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, the method steps of processing unaligned data as presently claimed. 

Claims 2-5, 32, and 33 are allowable as being dependent upon an allowable base claim.
